A large gang of marauders 
went to the home of Mr. Hendrix, at 
TuggleviUe, and, calling him to the 
door, forced him to go with them and 
point out two tenant houses which be 
longed to him. When this was done 
both buildings were set on fire and 
burned. 

Only one man called for Mr. Hendrix, 
but when he came to the door, having 
slipped on his trousers over his night 
clothes, he was covered by several shot 
guns and ordered to accompany the 
band. Mr. Hendrix begged that he be 
allowed to get his shoes, and at first 
this was refused, but finally he was 
permitted to put them on. and he then 
went with the riders. 

One of the houses was unoccupied, 
and this was soon a mass of flames. 
The other w-as occupied by tenants, and 
the family were made to get up and 
move everything out of the house, when

The night riders are still persecuting

Last week they made a third raid Into 
the neighborhood and gave people along 
their route ordere not to buy merchan¬ 
dise of Mr. WaTIfs. They visited sev¬ 
eral bouses just across the Une In Trigg 
county. The ftrst move against Wall s 
was in the fall of 1905. when a threat¬ 
ening letter w*as written to him from 
Wallonla. March 1. 1907, three hogs¬ 
heads of his tobacco wrere rolled into 
the Cumberland river. A little later 
his bam was burned with 10,005 pounds 
of tobacco. 

The riders also stopped all of his 
hands from working for him, and have 
crippled his mercantile business in 
every way they can. Mr. Wall.a esti¬ 
mated his damages up to the present 
time at 52.000. and the marauders have 
not stopped yet In their persecutions.

Washington, Nov*. 4.—"In twenty 
years the timber supply in the United 
States, on Government reserves and 
private holdings, at the present rote of 
cutting, will be exhausted." 

This announcement was made to-day 
by Gifford Plnchot, the Government 
forester, who has Just returned from a 
six-months' inspection trip on which 
ho traveled 10.000 miles. 

In sounding his warning Mr. Plnchot 
urged that the danger of the situation 
should not be underestimated.

The Horrors of Phoenix. 

With the progress of medical science 
It becomes more and more apparent 
that pure air, rather than the nlr of 
any particular section of the country, 
benefits patients who are In tV early 
stage** of comminptlon. This Is not only 
encouraging to sufferers and to tfi' If* 
families because of the fact that exile 
during illness often exercises such 
a depressing effect that the advantage* 
of dllirmte are offset, but also because 
it is much cheaper and more pra-'* le¬ 
ft bio to treat tuberculosis at home than 
jo^^ml patients half wav across *.he 
continent. An Interesting .^ateinent of 
the evils of the Arizona euro is ma le in 
the current Collier's Weekly, by a resi¬ 
dent of Phoenix, Paul Renau Inglra. 
Mr. Ingles asks what Is to be done with 
the indigent consumptive to protect 
hlin from the kindness of friends who 
send him to Arizona, and to protect 
HrrteoiKi from the enormous expense of 
eiiring fur him. He does^ not answer 
tip.* question. The answer should he 
made by the ant I-tuberculosis organi¬ 
zations of other States, and the answer 
should be that the Indigent consump¬ 
tive must be cnrc»d for by his own com¬ 
munity. and not sent Into a distant 
State to dip of Inattention amid uncon¬ 
genial surroundings and among etrang. 
ers and fellow sufferers. 

Phoenix, according to Mr. Ingles, is 
made a scene of horror by the pres¬ 
ence of countless consumptive* who 
have no means of securing proper f<r»d. 
nursing or pleasant surroundings, and 
who must live in unsanitary rooms mid 
die forsaken and alone, charges upon 
r community upon which'they have no 
claim. Many of them die of starvation 
and the terrible longing for home and 
friends so feelingly expressed by the 
German word “helmweh.” 

This picture of the unfortunates who 
are sent to Arizona by mistaken rela¬ 
tives Is drawn: 

“Living In one room, where reinfection 
is almost certain, even If they w*»re bene¬ 
fited by the cllmnte! Dragging themselves 
over to the post-officr to g* t it letter, the 
one link connecting them with home! 
perhaps no mad ho* arrived Then wearily 
back to the cheerless ronm or to a bench 
In a public park. Then comes the tint* 
whcji strength leaves them. They become 
bedridden, anil nothing remain* but to 
die.** 

Hero I* the other side of the pic¬ 
ture: 

“So far we have considered the matter 
only from the standpoint of the un¬ 
fortunate being placed In this most cruel 
position. What of the people h^re who 
must bear the burden? 

“This Is a community of approximately 
twelve thousand people permanently re¬ 
siding here This populating l* swelled 
by the tourists of th* winter monlhs t 
■ brut sixteen thousand y is estimated 
that 90 per cent, of these p^-rde are per¬ 
sons suffering from tuberculosis, The rec¬ 
ords show that the Board of Supervisor** 
care for one hundred Ind g«-nts suffering 
from this disease every month. 

“In the year the Board of Super¬ 

visors expended $12,513.42 for the support 
of Indigent*. It Is a conservative rstimaw 
to ray that two-thirds of nil Indigent* are 
people newly-arrived who have no Just 
claim upon us. but for whi m someth rg 
must be done. The Associated Chenilles 
collected and disbursed. In addition. $F.O 
during the year. Every church In th** city 
supports from one to five families. Private 
charity Is dtop*»nsc<l with an np^n hand 
Societies and lodges do an untold wr.d 
umisccrttUrothh* amount of charitable, 
work. All dealers In necessaries of life 
grocer*, butcherr. baker*, druggist*, ar 
enforced givers of charity, owing to th** 
fact that they one itnd all must charge * rr 
annually a 'largo amount that Ims b< n 
furnished to Indigent consumptives. 

“Taking all these things Into consldern 
tion. K may softly be said that this com¬ 
munity contributes yearly tSt.MiO to aui 
fcort Indigent consumptives prop* riy

Another Peace Conference. 

The prof*, an!until humorist will find 
an inexhaustible supply <\f rna erial In 
| the Central American Pebce Confer¬ 
ence to be held In Washington next 
w eek. The idea of representatives of the 
I tropical republics getting together in 
the hope of preventing wars and revo¬ 
lutions In future undoubtedly has its 
element of humor; all the same, it is 
not Just nor tasteful to make light of 
I efforts so lofty. Whatever may come 
I of the meeting. It assuredly Indicates 
a laudable spirit, and it should have 
the sympathetic support and co-opera¬ 
tion of the United States Government 
and citizens. 

I So far. the purpose of the confer¬ 
ence has been stated in the most gen¬ 
eral terms. Just what plan or plans 
are projected for the perpetuity of 
peace throughout Central America 
have not yet been made public. The 
problem Is not an easy ono to solve 
Granting that some way may be de¬ 
vised for the prevention of war be¬ 
tween the separate republics, there 
would remain to be contrived a plan 
to put an end to the revolution habit. 
How* can revolution^ be rendered Im¬ 
possible? How ate leaders to be kept 
from having political ambitions and 
from attempting to put those ambl 
tlons into active operation? How is 
human nature of the Latin persuasion, 
so old and elemental, to be legislated 
out of existence? It is possible that 
some understanding may be reached 
whereby the troops of neighboring 
Governments are to intervene in be¬ 
half of the established Government in 
case of revolutionary outbreaks. This 
would be a questionable policy, how¬ 
ever. In view_of the Jealousy of the 
Central American countries and the 
mercurial temper of the people. 

The conference does not come too 
soon. Development in Central Amer¬ 
ica has been greatly retarded by the 
turmoil which frequently has pre¬ 
vailed in that region In past years. 
Capital has been frightened aw r ay by 
the lack of stability In government. 
The countries themselves have been re¬ 
garded as Jokes. If the conference suc¬ 
ceeds in putting government on a firm¬ 
er footing and leads to continuous 
tranquillity and complete protection 
for life and property, it will bring to 
pass a new era in a land sorely In need 
of such an era. 


The Taft Boom. 

That Mr. Roosevelt was lately the 
most popular man In the UnltcA States 
was almost universally acknowledged. 
That he Is equally so at this moment 
can hardly be affirmed so confidently, 
as there are & good many who hold him 
responsible for the recent flurry In fi¬ 
nance. However, these persons are 
largely the same that censured him be¬ 
fore, and so the diminution in his pop¬ 
ularity may not be so great as his ene¬ 
mies pretend. 

Among the admirers of the President 
are those who desire to see him a can¬ 
didate next year to be his own succes¬ 
sor. Many of the most outspoken ad¬ 
vocates of a third term are undoubted¬ 
ly seeking appointments for themselves 
or some of their henchmen, and evi¬ 
dently believe that this Is the best -vay 
to get what they want. But there are 
others who sincerely desire to.see him 
re-elected because they axe in favor of 
the policies for which he is supposed to 
stand. Some of these are willing to 
take another candidate who is In fa¬ 
vor of the same policy, but others think 
that Mr. Roosevelt himself is the best 
guaranty that his policy will be carried 
out. 

It has been given out that Mr. Roose¬ 
velt adheres to his determination not to 
be a candidate for the presidency next 
year. Judge Taft Is put forward as his 
choice for the next President on the 
ground that he represents the same 
line of policy. Mr. Roosevelt, it is as¬ 
sumed. is unwilling to become a candi¬ 
date for a third term, but he will give 
his indorsement to a member of his 
Cabinet, as sure to follow the trail he 
has blazed. Now, it appears thait 
there are a great many people w*ho are 
willing to see the President go counter 
to the traditions of more than a cen¬ 
tury. and offer himself for a third term,! 
and, at the same time, desire to see him j 
continue his policies In person and not i 
by prv>xy. They Hava scruples about a 
President dictating fcs successor. If 
that successor bo anyone else than him¬ 
self. 

Tills reluctance to accept Judge Toft 
as the successor of Mr. Roosevelt does 
not appear to be based very largely, 
upon the fear that Judge Taft Is not 
in accord with Ills chief. In fact, one 
of the objections urged against him is 
the lack of originality, because he sim¬ 
ply reiterates the views of Mr. Roose¬ 
velt.

The blind admirers of the President are 
probably not able to see that his own 
altitude to public questions Is contin¬ 
ually changing, that while h * adhere* 
to certain fixed ide:t*, of very doubtfu' 
constitutional validity, he vacillates :»> 
to a number of other questions. Thai 
he failed to carry nut the McKinley 
policy, to which he pledged himself 
In many important i>arileuljn», seem* 
well established, but for .til that his ad¬ 
mirers pcr-dBt in their devotion, which 
seems thertfore to b’* rather address d 
to tl/e mun, and not to 'the ld« as which 
ho represents. 

Meantime, the objection to Sccr.ta y 
Taft on the ground of his atiliud: 
tow*ard the tariff has enlist*^, against 
him a powerful element^ In the 
Republican party. Hi* hits bee t very 
Ins.stent upon a change in the laws 
relating tn the tariff on go els from th? 
Philippines, and this policy Is strenu¬ 
ously opposed by the*peip. who f*".ii 
competition in the market for su*ar 
and tobacco. That competition from 
the Philippines w r uld not Injun* th»*H • 
interests is strenuously ins sled by M 
Taft and others. Including the Presi¬ 
dent himself. But the interests that 
object are not Inclined to take any 
chances, even If they be* remote. Th ‘y 
are held up to th s | ositl* n by a ma¬ 
jority of the standpatters, who wish 
to have their support In combinations 
to prevent the lowering of other du¬ 
ties. Moreover, the utterances of Judge 
Taft as to tariff revision generally 
havo^made him unacceptable to this 
ultra protection element, and his bed/* 
ing on this subject h s late speeches 
'has not restored their confidence In 
him. f •

The elections to-day may have a 
gootf^ deal to do with the b tom for can¬ 
didates for the presidency. It Is not 
merely that the r suits may aff *et the 
pretensions of different candidates, but 
also, perhaps In a greater <!eg:ee. that 
the cessation of the exdteimAu over 
the elections will afford opportunity 
for more extended agitation of the 
question of the next nomination. If 
there w*ere no question of great public 
interest to come b t ire On;r,8* at it* 
approochmg session, the matter of the 
nomination for the presidency would 
be of absorbing Interest. The present 
situation In the world of finance ren¬ 
ders it probable that matters of the 
highest Importance may come before 
Congress at once, and tills may have 
the effect of reducing the decree of at¬ 
tention that will be gi^en to the candi¬ 
dature of various aspirants for the 
presidency. It does not seem likely, 
however, that so important a matter 
can be so very generally obscured by 
the discussions In Congress, but they 
may raise questions w*hlch will have 
much to do with the next presidential 
campaign. Whlli the alleged boom for 
Speaker Cannon or Senator Knox may 
not go beyond the stage of “favorite 
a*oru»,“ who will get a CvWipllmontary 
vote, the movement In favor of Gov. 
Hughes has in It potentialities which 
may be of the first importance. 

The Taft boom has not neemed to 
advance much recently, hut the time 
seems near when It will either t: k * on 
new,life or rapidly recede. If the 
whole pow*er of the Administration 
continues to be given it. as Is intimat¬ 
ed. It will be very powerful, unless 
events in th* near fu uro discredit the 
Adminisiraticn to such an extent as to 
weaken its Influence.

GOSSIP OF THR TURF. 


It will be Interesting to note when the 
time arrive* for the Jockey Club to make 
the allotment of racing dates for next sea¬ 
son what stand the Jamaica race-track 
folk are going to take In the matter. 

It Is hat illy probable that Jamaica will 
be satisfied with the present arrangement. 
The political Influence behind the Jamaica 
track is—unless all signs fall—too power¬ 
ful longer to submit to the dictate of 
Gu* Belmont In the allotment of racing 
•late* to the various metropolitan tracks. 
Being compel 1*4 virtually to open and 
close the Eastern racing season Is not 
dkely to suit those who are largely inter¬ 
ested In the Jamaica track, and a kick 
may be looked for on this score.

In the case of the horse Good Lurk, 
which was left at the post In a three-horse 
race, such a thing could not have hap¬ 
pened had Starter Pussldy been allowed 
to release the harrier as soon as the 
horses reached it. snys the New York 
Telegraph. 

Besides aiding In getting the field away 
in a much more satisfactory manner, the 
walk-up system would nieo do away with 
much of the danger horses are In now 
from being kicked or Jumped upon while 
standing at the post. This In itself fur¬ 
nishes a strong argument In favor of 
abolishing the present stand-and-start 
zystem. 

That Starter Cassidy was In no way to 
blame for Good Luck s misfortune at the 
post te pretty generally conceded by nil 
those who were In a position to see exact¬ 
ly how It orcurred. That Jockev Dugan, 
who was riding Good Luck, gave the 
horse’s head a jerk at the very Instant the 
harrier was kprung or the horse whirled 
around of his own accord—or maybe there 
was a little of both—Is perhai*s as cor¬ 
rect an explanation as can be made In 
the matter. 

• • • 

Should the New York legislature this I 
winter amend the Percy-Gray racing law 1 
to the extent of giving to the Slab* Rac¬ 
ing Commission authority to appoint a 
board of racing stewards. It 1* to be sin¬ 
cerely hoped that the new board w ill order 
the adoption of the walk-up start for next 
season. The present flat-fiK*ted system 
of sending the horses away from the har¬ 
rier has proved a rallurc. and has caused 
no end of dissatisfaction among racegoers. 
Had the wolk-up start been In practice It 
would have been Impossible for Good Luck 
to have been left at the post last Thurs¬ 
day. 

It has been conclusively shown that It I* 
next to impossible to get a high-strung 
nervous horse to stand still at tho barrier 
Moreover, one bad-acting horse Is liable 
nt any moment to break up what would 
otherwise be a start by his fractious con¬ 
duct at the post, whereas. If the field was 
sent away a* soon as the horses reached 
the barrier, which would be the caee with 
the walk-up system, all such trouble 
would be entirely eliminated. 


L IKE the soldiers of the Blue and 
the Gray, one by one the baseball 
stars of the past decade are grad¬ 
ually being dropped from the pay¬ 
rolls of the major organizations.

HARD GAMES FOR

T HE annual Harvard-Yale football 
game put* $1,000,000 Into circula¬ 
tion. says the Boston Herald. 
The two university football as¬ 
sociations alone spend about $60,000 In or¬ 
der to enable their elevens to clash with 
any degree of mutual confidence. Add to 
•that amount the cost which the public 
Incurs in order to w’itness the contest be. 
tween the great intercollegiate rivals—an 
Indeterminate, but obviously very large, 
sum—and even the Individual who Is not 
afflicted with view* on the Importance of 
the Harvard-Yale football match must 
be Impressed. 

The end of all efforts at Soldier’s and 
Yale field* i* this event. Hence any pra- 
*euration of the financial aspect of th* 
November day which neglect* to Include 
mention of the expends of live prelim¬ 
inary season lo*e* sight of tho fact tnat 
the preliminary season is rightly named. 

Last year Harvard spent $26,0U). Yale 
W’ent this figure several points better 
by spending In the previous year, 

when the game was played on the sta¬ 
dium grlddron. Harvard spent $29,"00.

One of the Big Items. 


Tite greatet Items In the expenses of 
the two universities for the annual Har¬ 
vard-Yale game are those Incurred by 
-the "administration." The "administra¬ 
tion" is the department which looks alter 
tne promotion of football, 

Yoke's administration last year cost 
$7.>tOU. This rr»ney went for salaries, la¬ 
bor. maintenance, renewal* and repaiis. 
The sum paid for the coach’s services wu*. 
of course, part of the outgo. At Cam¬ 
bridge. Mr. Held w*as recompensed. At 
Yah- Mr Camp was recompensed. Mr. 
Crane, the present head coach of the 
Harvard squad, receives no financial re¬ 
ward. 

Another heavy Item is the salary of the 
trainer and the wag«» for hi* assistants. 
At Yale tlue outlay is tabulated partly un¬ 
der the expenses of the Athletic Associa¬ 
tion and partly under the rahtrlos of the 
admlnlstrat.on. The price falls within the 
Lmlt9 of the four figure*, l^ast year at 
Y silo $1,003.37 was expended on "rubbers." 
The sum for doctors may also be given. 
It was $743.28.

Going away from home always moans 
heavy expenses for the two association* 
Harvard made two Journeys last year, one 
to West Point and one to Yale. Yale went 
to West Point and Princeton. Harvard’s 
expenses for her two journeys exceeded 
$2,000. On hotel*, meals and railroads Yale 
spent the considerable sum of $$,462.29. The 
difference between systems of tabulation 
at the rival universities explains in part 
the kirge difference between these two 
sump. In Yale * Items were Included the 
coaches’ traveling expenses and thrir 
lodgement at the New Haven House—plus 
also u large number of allied expendi¬ 
tures. 

If the game be scheduled for New Ha¬ 
ven. the Harvard player* leave Cambridge 
two or three days prior to the eventful 
day. Of course, plenty of men are taken. 
Usually, also, the second eleven is given 
a free Journey to New Haven. ’Varsity 
headquarters are established at the Pe- 
quol Ciub. and the expend of the stay is 
borne entirely by the Football Athletic 
Association. 

Last y»*ir Harvard’s lodgment bill ex¬ 
ceeded the $1,000 figure. In the previous 
year the Harvard men went down to Mar¬ 
blehead for a rest. No money was spared 
to give the players every necessary com¬ 
fort- The bill ran well up In the three 
figures. Yale usujuUy comes to Boston a 
day or two prior to the game, bring* a 
large scitind and pay* a hln amounting to 
the four figures.

Valuable Information. 

One of Reid’s first attempts, after he 
assumed his duties a»t Cnn*hrldge. wa* 
to provide Harvard with tabulated infor¬ 
mation on the development of football 
there. Of eoura*s one of tite prln. ipul 
objects of this work was u> enable Har¬ 
vard to attain Yale's atamlord, or to 
better It, In the deciding coar.est of the 
year. Logically enough, therefore, the 
example «*f equipping this library was a 
part of the expenses of tne Yale game. 

To get ready for thi big conttet re- 
qultree a heavy outlay for tho training 
table. It is the custom at both Harvard 
and Yale to accent from tho men who 
nt* *at this institution whatever ttey 
would pay nt their regular boarding 
pluo**. At Harvard the training table 
costs about $400 a wecX. Multiply tiuu 
sum by six, and the oaet for tho entire 
season Is obtained. Add I car¬ 

ing for the squad during the half-week In 
New Haven—If the game be scheduled 
there—and the total Is brought to $3,000. 

Yale reports that her Ifr* expense* for 
the training table and for other matters 
connected with tho food and lodgmem 
of the ‘varsity men were $3,762.75. The 
coat of taking care of the squad on the 
West Point and Princeton iournevs w.<s 
not Included In this tabulation. Under 
•the beading of "Hotels and Meals" the 
expense Incurred at such times was re¬ 
corded.

Erection of Stands. 

Another large clement In the cost of 
getting ready for the Yale game is the 
(xrootion of stand*. Yal« is compelled 
every year to do wuhh repairing of her 
grounds, for the equipment there is of 
wood. 

Tho stadium will hold about 35.(XX) per¬ 
sons. But the attendance on the coming 
eventful November duv will probebiv. ex¬ 
ceed 40,000—with several thousand rt*>rc 
enthusiasts eager to purchase 
points. Hence, it lva* been n«v««ary, in 
former years, to erect stand* at the open¬ 
ing of’the horse^hov. The price which 
the contractor* assess the* LhiIWw Ath¬ 
letic Asso -iation for each extra seal is 
£) ceints. So for 4.000 seat* S2.4UU would 
be asked. Booths and n»c» numt ojBO 
bo provided, nit a cost of about $la0. 1 tak¬ 
es* cost $3(0. po’jice $400 ind offlclal* $***( 

Of the expenses of the spectators at 
this classic event In Eastern varsity 
sport there cun be no exact estimate. 
The scats along the Bide* of the field 
cost $2 euch; locations In tho end *tand* 
coat $1.50 each. The total receipts of 
the game are about $30,000. But. of 
course, there are Innumerable extra*. To 
go from Cambridge to New Haven means, 
at the least, nn outlay of $10. Many hun¬ 
dreds of person* go from Boston to Cam¬ 
bridge In carriage*. The prices range up 
to $25. At New Haverwthe Jehus have an 
Invariable tax on the wealthy.^ On© may 
engage a carriage from the Nea Haven 
station to Yale field for tlie modest sum 
of $25.

Tho cost of baseballs to a ’varsity nine 


Of the 40,000 patrons of the gain© when 
it take* place In the stadium, perhaps 
30,000 use the Boston elevated route. The 
sum spent on car faras totals in the 
neighborhood of $3,000. But, of cour:*o. 
the expense of Journeying from the 
city proper, rithcr of New Flaven or Bos¬ 
ton. to the playing ground Is incidental 
In the general outlay. There nro the ex¬ 
penses of travel from distant points to 
Cumbridge or New Haven. It l* a com¬ 
mon thing for men and women to come 
half-way across the omtlnent to *ee the 
greut spectacle, and It Is not nt all un¬ 
common for relatives or friend* of the 
players and for alumni to come from 
the const, or even from a foreign coun¬ 
try. Such expense* go far up into the 
thousands. 

Many a fresh suit of clothe*, many a 
fur overcoat, many a flask of whisky, 
many a pair of gloves—there is no end to 
the article* winch men and women get 
for the game. 

The amount spent on the gowns by the 
women reaches a tremendous amount. A 
big football game has mor*' splendidly 
gowned women thnn any other event In 
the country.

Tho normal school classes, both white 
and colored, showed an increase, os dtu 
the Commercial High School, which w.o 
extremely slight, the murgln being only 
one. Male High lost twelve students, 
Manual High, live; ulrla* High, twenty- 
one; Colored High, eighty-two. The white 
d.strict schools lost Jl 1 and the coloreu 
district schools a.o behind seventy. With 
the decrease of liy students In the High 
Schools, there Ls an increase of twelve 
teachers. In the white district schools 
there is a decreuse of one teacher. The 
total registration of the kindergartens L* 

1.347. one-half of which ore colored. Iri 
these schools the average number be¬ 
longing Ls 1.266. with «n average dally at¬ 
tendance of 876. At the night schools the 
average nightly attendance Is. whit* 533. 
and colored. 376. The number of teach¬ 
ers employed ls thirty-five. The daily 
average attendance for the white schools 
this year has been higher than last yea. 
by 114. There have been 127 fewer col¬ 
ored children In daily average attendance 
than last year. 

Because of the lighter attendance when 
it was expected that It would run much 
higher than last year, it became necessary 
Last night to suspend the rules so as to 
pay the teachers of schools which are 
down in attendance.

TO JOSEPH J. HAYES 


WAS ASSISTANT CASHIER OF 
BANK OF COMMERCE. 


VIVIL WAR VETERAN FOUGHT 
THROUGH STRUGGLE. 


IN NUMEROUS ENTERPRISES. 


As a rlsult of a sudden Illness of heart 
disease, Joseph J Hayes, aged s xty-eight 
years, died at his residence, 3328 High 
street, at 8 o’clock last evening. Mr 
Hayes had been conflm ^ to his h me for 
only two days, and doatri came unexpect¬ 
edly. Of his Illness and of the first signs 
of un attack of heart trouble Mr. Hayes 
made complaint on last Sunday, a week 
ago. on which day on on the following 
Monday he remained at his home. 

Recovering from the effects of what way 
thought a heart attack, he returned to 
h:s business on Tuesday, only to be seised 
with the second attack on Friday. R‘** 
urr.Ing home on that day. Mr. Hayes 
complained of a pain In his side, and was 
id vised l* his physician to remain nr 
home In quiet During Sunday and yes¬ 
terday he wan confined to tho bed. but the 
nature of h!s lllnesa was not thought se¬ 
rious. and he seemed cheerful to the «.nd. 

Shortly before 8 o’clok his wife, who 
wa» at the time In the room with him. 
noticed that he was breathing with diffi¬ 
culty. She lmm diately summoned a 
physician, but before he could arrive Mi 
Hayes ha dbreathod his last. 

For the past seven years Mr. Hayes had 
ieen * connected with the Bank of Com- 
norce as assistant cashier and was wide¬ 
ly and prominently known in business 
ircles. Previous to entering upon that 
.vork he was directly interested in one 
.f Louisville's largest business concents. 
He took an active part In the develop¬ 
ment of several oleaf enterprises and was 
Always u successful promoter. 

Joseph J Hayes was Itorn December 
2 1839, being the son of Ferdinand E. 

Haves ami Emily (Moore) Hayes. He 
-;>ent his early life at West Chester. Pu.. 
the former home of his parents, and came 
o Louisville when in his young manhood, 
shortly previous to the opening of the 
Civil 'War. In the year 1801 he Joined 
the Union army, entering tne service with 
the rank of Captain. He was in active 
eervie for the entire four years of the 
struggle, participating In many Important 
contacts. He was mustered out at the 
end of the war, by which time he had at¬ 
tained the rank rd Major. 

Returning' to L/uulsvlMe, Mr. Hayes en¬ 
tered the who-iesaJe $w>oery business with 
the firm u-f Murrell & We.ler. re¬ 

mained with tha.t company for u num¬ 
ber of years and then became a member 
of the Moore, Brenuker Company. Upon 
tlve dVssoloitkm o«f that firm he became 
connected with the Moore A Sell- ger Com¬ 
pany. grocer*, and after a number of 
years was eleoued secretary of t.ue Marl n 
CbUBiy DlwtJtiiUig Company. When thu-t 
cXMnnany was absorbed «*everi years ugo, 
Mr. Hayee was elected as assistant cash¬ 
ier c*f tin* Bank of Commerce, which posi¬ 
tion he filled at the time of his death. 

Mr. Hayes was married September ft. 
1864, to Mips Theresa A. AU9t.n, who was 
a. member of one of the oldest and most 
nflurntial famll.es In Louisville. From 
the time of h's marriage he spent all the 
years of his life In this city. Besides his 
wife he ls survived by three daughters 
—Mrs. Frank 8. Kr.eger, H. T. Thomas 
and Mts T. M Ghdler. He is also sur¬ 
vived by three brother*—N. E. Hayes, of 
Nashville, Tenn.; George W. Haves, of 
l^ebanon, Pa., and F. E. Hayes, of Lou-

Mr Hayes was a prominent Ma»>n and 
was* one of the oldest members of the 
Falls C:ty Lodge in this city.

DISCOUNT RATE RAISEr. 

Bank of England Shoves It Up From 
5 1-2 to 6 Per Cent. 

London. Nov. 4.—The persistent de¬ 
mands from America for gold In spite 
of the recently-increased discount rate 
of the Bank of England, and In face 
of the continued rise In the cable truns 
ter rate, caused the Bank of England 
this morning to raise its rate from 
to 6 per cent. 

Although an Increase to this rate next 
Thursday would not have surprised the 
market, the announcement of the rise 
to-day occasioned somewhat of a flurry 
locally. It is considered, however. In 
financial circles to be the natural out¬ 
come of the unfavorable New York 
bank statement. 

When the Bank of England’s rate tva* 
raised to 5Vj per cent. October 31. It wa, 
thought that the positions In the Unit¬ 
ed States were clearing satisfactorily, 
but the continued engagements of gold 
at a loss of 2 to 3 per cent, on the ex¬ 
change rates caused a recrudescence of 
nervousness In the discount market and 
rates were put up front D7* to 6 per 
cent. In endeavors to assist the bank to 
protect its reserve, but the futility of 
the efforts Is shown by the fact that 
since Thursday the United States has 
drawn daily from the bank substantial 
sums, already aggregating $5,000,000. 
Egypt has also recommended with¬ 
drawing gold. 

Financial circles here now incline to 
the belief that the 6 per cent, rate will 
suffice, and that no further advance 
will be necessary, particularly If the 
B.^nk of France renders Its promised 
aid. All depends, how-ever, on the ab¬ 
sence of demands of alarming propor¬ 
tions from America. 

The rise in the Bank of England’s 
rate of discount, coupled with the un¬ 
satisfactory position In New York, as 
revealed by the New York bank state¬ 
ment. causer) a depression all round on 
the Stock Exchange to-day.

Chairman Fowler Says What the 
Country Needs Is R-st. 

New* York. Nov. 4.—It would be moat 
unwise to call on extra sCj»Ion of Con¬ 
gress now to consider currency legis¬ 
lation and the Federal control of cor¬ 
poration^ in the opinion of Charlet* M. 
Fowler, of New Jersey, chairman of th.. 
j Banking and Currency Commission of 
! the House of Representatives. 

”Wh«t the country m*eds more than 
anything el3e,” said Mr. Fowler. ”is 
rest, recuperation and the revival of 
fakh and hope in American manhood; 
not unreet, apprehension and distrac¬ 
tion of confidence and credit in Ameri¬ 
can business. 

•‘The banks of the United States, of 
which there ore more than 12,000. with 
the very rarest exception, are ma r :agt*d 
by honest and able men, and consdcr?d 
from the standpo nt of assets they are 
sounder and w ronger to-day than they 
have ever been at any time In the his- 
tory of the country, although owing 
to the want of a wise and proper cur¬ 
rency system, they are temporarily 
short of sufficient currency to transact 
their dally business. 

’’Just four we^ks from lo-day Con¬ 
gress will meet In regular season and 
nothing con be done by a special ses¬ 
sion. as n > currency legislation could 
be pass* d to meet the prea nt cxlgen.*/, 
which Is now full upon us. and which is 
being bravely, wisely and fully met.”
